"Who is Responsible v 

In its loading- article, yosterday, the 
organ contends, first, t hat the "fco 
8y.stem " as iiifcroduiied by tlio i)resciit 
Government is working suoccssiLilly 
and giving general satiBfaction; bcc- 
ondly, tliattbis journal lonp advocatcnl 
and had much to do with tlie introduc- 
tion of tliab system ; and, thirdly, that 
■\vc have been guilty of the atrocious 
iiicoivsisteney of condoiniiiiif^' tliu sys- 
tem and the Govoruniout for iutroduc- 
ing it. ' Xhe first contention cannot be 
successfully maintained. The fee sys- 
tem, as applied by the preHCut Guv- 
ernmeutjis neither snccossful nor satis- 
factory. That it is not satisfactoiy to 
the people in the oiitlyinijf districts wo 
know. That it is not satisfactory tu 
the Government there is reason to be- 
lieve. That it has t'^ndod neither to 
economy nor efficiency in the public 
semoe will, there is too niuoh roason 
for believing, bo abundantly donion- 
strated when the Legislature meets. 
Tq -Uio second count in the indictment 
we plead guilty. This journal did ad- 
vocate the fee system, and our con- 
temporary is probably according Jio 
more than is duo when it credits tins 
journal with having bcicn mainly in- 
sfcruraeiital in bringing it al)out. The 
country is indebted to the .same agency 
for most of the reforms it enjoys. But 
the truth may sometimes be ho statt d 

to convey a false impression. In 
this instance our contemporary has only 
told a part of the truth. AVliilo ad- 
vocating the fco system as a general 
principle, we were careful to state tliat 
there were exceptional commimilies to 
which the system would be inapplic- 
able and to point out the necessity for 
gi'cat care and caution in substituting 
it for tlio old system, even in those 
places where it was ap]dicablc. In 
another capacity the editor of tliis 
journal also -warned the Government 
oi tie disastrous consequences of a 
hasty and indiscriminate application 
of the fee system. To the third count 
wo must i)iead not guilty. This jour- 
nal has never condemned the fee sys- 
tem as formerly advocated by it. "Wliat 
we condemned was the- gross misappli- 
cation of it. As in the case of the con- 
tract principle in public works, thoy 
have turned good into evil — a blessing 
into a curse. It would, therefore, be 
most unfair to hold this journal re- 
sponsible for the abortion of a fee sys- 
tem which has been inflicted upon the 
country under the misnomer of " He- 
form." To do so would simply be to 
hold us responsible for the blundering 
inefficiency of tho present Administra- 
tion, a responsibility we rcspectfidly 
decline. Our contemporary says the 
^stem is successful and satisfactory. 
Eyenita own correspondents give it 
the " lie direct " on that point.

Mr, KnatohhuU-Hugossen . — It is not 
correct to describe tho Acts ns having a 
proviso that tlii\v slmll not come into force 
uidil the 1st of Jidy next.

Ill opoiiiiig tli'"M-;" '■>i- tlieiinjsocution 
tho Attorney- Go uoral said: iMy Lord and 

• gentlemen of tho Jury: — Probably no 
case had over canio bofore tho Court that 
had PKclitpd so inui'li intcM-est hh this oiio. 
Ho would lirst cloar away all tho In-aiubloH 
hut stood in hin (.Attcinu'y (ioufral's ) 
p,^th. Tho Ciovi'rmiHMil liiut been accuseil 
of aholtorinjj; the prison.^-. Such was not 
the case. Beforo SLiUivaii wont North 
I gavo him strong verbal instruction.'* to 
stop tho Indian liquor traftlo. When tho 
prisiinor arrivrd in ^'i('toria and I'O- 
porti'd tlio sluHit iii.r 1 i-ulil him that he 
would liavo to stand his trial. A state- 
ment oauio also from tho Magistrato at 
Nanaiiuo exonorating the priso-.u'r. 
Thia I told the prisoner could not bo done. 
I kept him at arm's length and told him 
to engage connsid. as by the laws of his 
country ho woiiM Inivc to stand his trial 
in a Htipcrior eiiurt. I state this ipjt to 

- screen tho CTOverniiioiit, but do justice to 
tho prisoner's case and to tho jn-oud jiosi- 
tioa I occupy as .Attorney General. T'his 
was done beforo any newspaper articles 
h:id appeared on thi.s case. I come now- 
down to tho investigation before Mr. 
Pemborton's (.' )iirt. It was saiil that tho 
Govornmont W;is not i\ii)rcs'Miti'il at that 
invostigatiou. i hail suilii-icnt conlidence 
in the Queen's CiMinsol (Mr. llohertson) 
appointed to watch the case for tho 
Dominion. As for tho insinuations 
against niy not ai^pearing to proso- 
onto at the oxainiuation, I regard 
them as the feeble splntterings of 
a badly made tallow candle. Xot- 
withstanding tho iirisoner was my 
"•frientl, I drew up the charge in accor- 
' dance with the facts of the case. Blood has 
beffn spilt. A human life has been taken 
^nd tlio prisoner alioiilil stand his trial 
for murder. I tried to get some ono to 
■ prosecute ; but my hon. friend (Robert- 
son) I found had boon retained 
by the Superintendent of Indian Affairs. 
Therefore I concluded to prosecute tho 
case myself. 

I appear as Crown Proseentor, notPer- 
sacuter, in a case wkoro the issues of 

* blood aro concerned. Now what is my 
duty hero? I represent the tlovorninont, 
and tlie interests uf Society. Two Indians 
haro been fired at; ono is dead, tho other 
may be dying. What is murder? 'When 
a person of sound judginont that is 
notinsnno kills a human being under the 
King's poaeo (that i.s not in war,) with 
malico aforethons^lit. Tho diU'eronce be- 
tween murder and justiliabUi hoinicido is 
in tho motive. If vithont inaliciou.s in- 

. tent a life is taken in. self defence that bo- 
comes justifiable liemicide. This remains 
tot tho prisoner to prove. I am proud of 
our laAv.s; they mtiko no distinctions of 
color or caste. A poor Indian's life has 
boon takiMi, and his slayer is hero to an- 
swer for it. On the 29tii of .\pril last tho 
prisoner, in the capacity of Superintend- 
ent of l'olic(!, was on on his way down to 
this port in charge of a piisoner — ^flve 
parson.s altogether in the canoe. Ho mot 
It number of canoes with flags flying, a 
«igii they had spirits on boanl, and priso- 
ner bethought him oi his instructions. 
(The Attorney-General hero explained 
with the assistance of a diayram how the 
natives were approached.) He fired two 
shots, I may as well stafco this fact, as it 
will come out that one f)f those killed an 
Iiulian. Now, by the I (It li Sec. of the I i(|nor 
Jaw it is lawful for any ollicer of pidic(\at 
his diiiOl'Otion, lo sei/c ve.-,si'ls suHpiH.'t- 
od of eontainin;,' spi rit s. ( 1Iim-i! tin.' .\ttor- 
noy-Gonoral (jnotod IIk; law.) Now I must 
,ploar up thi.s ease both in the interest of 
tho iirisoncr and of myself. I \vill give 
you niy interprelatioii of this law. There 
is one rul(> in CDii.^tnict iiig a statute, and 
th iti is, that the spi.ii '>\ the .V(.;t shall be 
interpreted not in a imrrow-nuuded view 
bufc'in a broad, cloar manner. Thero is 
one point in this statuto which I must 
point out. .'Vn ofllccr can ovcrluuil a (tai-- 
go but can not holil I ir kmM) tiio spirits; 
now how can you t.ilv • po.s ,cs.,ion of the 
lorfeitcd liquor witlioni taking thi^ spirit? 
Kupposing the steann r ()tter cai'mul out 
the lair and camo alongside of the canoo, 
would she not have taken the spirits on 
board? If the Act moans anything \t 
moans that tho liquor should lie takeii, 
whether in tin? jioss.'s.siou of an ludiau in 
our strouts or in his ('unoi'. The Ai't is a 
merciful onii. Jtis for his jirotectioii, ho 
is not punished, hi; is allowed to go on 
Jiia. way. Now let iiitoUigeut men con.si- 
dar whether it would not be absurd to in- 
terpret tho Act in a nmnnur as to not 
allow the s(!izur(> to be taken in ehargn by 
tlio si-i/.int;' ollicer when taken out df ii 
■canoe as well as ashore, Consiih.'r his 
Blrici instructions from niys df, tlM> inter- 
pretatioHs of the .\cl,llio olticial duties he 
had to porfoi'iii, tho danger lu^ was in, and 
oo.isider wiiotlKU' ho simply was carrying 
out tho first law of ?iitiirG, !h it of self pro- 
Borvation.or whether ho used uiu'alleil -for 
violeiic'o. 

Jt is f(u' you to li'>iu- thu other side 
and to juilge. W'licii a Iminanlifo is taken 
it is <ntiier ninrdiT or not niurdor. Mm- 
slaughler is either invo! unl;iry or vidun- 
tfvry. If the life i-" acciideiilaUy tuki-n it is 
tho tirst; if it is l.alKMi in a battle between 
two men and one bailors tljecther to di^ath 
it is ninriii'i-. 1 v.us not in the jujsition of 
a x)ublio Informor. it wiis not for iijo to 
sead a notice to Mr. Pomhorton telling 
Iiira what had happonod. On tho case 
boingHont uji tn mo it was then my <1uty 
to draw uj) the indict incnt iiccording to 
tho bvidomu ficat up from tho other court. 



I am satisfied that as the prisoner's life is 
in your liauds you will give the case your 
serious and unprojudiced attention with- 
out foar or favor. 

.1 .l''.McGvath, sworn, dejioHod, — My name 
is Jani vH !iMcGrath. I reside at .Vllort Bay, 
I know tho prisoner; Irooolleet tho 'iDthof 
May; was in a canoo with Louis, a half- 
breed — Coma, myself and an Indian 
woman and Mr. Sullivan. Bolow 
Cajio Mudge mot six canoes with 
their flags up and under sail, at 10 o'clock 
in forenoon about ])ulling up from Cape 
Mudge. Tho canoes were; coniing up and 
apj)areiitly heading towards us. Mr S. 
said "1 think I will boo if tho have whiskey" 
Ho gavo orders to Louis, tho Indf breed, 
to stcor alongside, Snllivnn pulled the 
second oar. I was pulling tho stroke-oar; 
Coma and tho woman woro sitting in tho 
front. Louis was steering. I was lixing 
tho stern of thu canoo; the woman was 
neare.it mo. We camo alrnig-side the fh'st 
canoo and S. asked for tho whiskey, tolling 
thoni who ho was; ho had his policeman's 
cap on all tho time. They refused to stoj) 
and shot past. Ono Indian stood on a 
box and called tho pidicenien and the men 
of war "dogs." Seven were in the eaneo. 
They had muskets. Wo made for tht^ 'id 
canoe, wdiich was sailing imd paddliiif^. 
When about lOO yards otV Sullivan liroil a 
shot across tho bows. He fired at an an- 
gle of 45 deg. [Witness then described 
the meeting of tlio canoes, how Sullivan 
tolil them who he was, how the pist(d 
went oil' by accident, how tho SiqxM'- 
intendent oxidained that he didn't intend 
to shoot, how he seized a can of whiskey, 
and how tho Indians told him thero was 
hiyou whisky in the third or fatal canoe. | 
Sullivan then missed an oar; it must have 
been taken by tho Indians; we then made 
f(n- canoo No. 8. Sullivan hailed them 
with 'vUowii sail," and said ho was a po- 
liceman. Wo pulled alongside. .\ wo- 
man in tho forepart of the canoe was cov- 
ering up something. We pulled to where 
tho woman was. Thorc was a mast in the 
canoe. After tho mast on the port side 
snt tho woman, and opposite on the star- 
board side sat Wallapoo or Tom. In the 
aftorpart of tho canoo sat J'ortlet, next 
Aiinio or Humphy.and tlio old woman vras 
steering. S. asked for whiskey ; lie chang- 
ed the jiistol into his left from his right 
hand, and was in the act of taking hold of 
a can whon the woman threw herself upon 
it and said "No!" She tussled with S. a 
inonuuit, and I'lilled out ">rnsket!" Tom 
Kpr.mg up iiiiniediatojy riml grabbed f<n' .a 
small l)ox — a box generally used by Iiuli- 
nn.s — about 111) inches long; a box in which 
Indians oarrv their jiistols ( box produced J 
this may bo il, but it don't look like it. 
HulUvan caught hold of the box; Tom soon 
let go of tho box and took hold of S.'s pis- 
tol. They ha<latnssli! for a few moments 
when Tom wrenched tho box from Sulli- 
van's luands. S. told him to drop the box; 
at that time Tom was hauling a pistol out. 
Tom had the box under his arm, and in u 
moment had the string undone, his hand 
thrust in and drawing the pistol out. 
While in this act Mr. S. told him to drop 
that box or ho would shoot, Sullivan 
then firod; tho box dropjiod and Tom fell; 
when in tho aoUof rising S. shot him again ; 
Tortlet was in the stern of the canoe; I 
heard a click likn the cooking of a muskot 
and saw a musket with tho lock and stock 
partly bare; Portlot's eyes set on S. with 
the gun pointing towarils Sullivan. Port- 
lot was sitting down. S. told him to 
"mash that musket,"' He did not drop it, 
and seemed to bo working at it, still with 
oycs set on 8. and musket in same posi- 
tion. Mr, S. fired again: tho gnn drop- 
jjod and I saw the man settle down in the 
oanoo; tho gnn had one barrel ; the mnz/.lo 
of the gun was not v sible. Tho Indian 
was ill tho act of j)ulling it out, l!y this 
tinia tlireo othorcanoos were comingdown 
on us. Mr. S. then gave orders to pu.^li 
for the shore. The women in No. 3 canoo 
were Humpy and her mother; can jiosi- 
tively swear that I saw a pistol in tho box; 
it was like a horsepist >!. 

l!y His Honor — Can't say how long it 
w!is; leii^rth of box was about 20x8 in. 

liy tlio Att'y General — Heard a click; 
witness showed how gun was held, and 
described tho position of all the jiartios to 
the conflict; the canoes were ajKirt [nob- 
ably 5 feet. Could not seize the gun ; my 
plan was to jnni|) into their canoe, sinasli 
it up, and then jump back again into ours 
to save my.solf; thero was only a knife ami 
S.'spistol in our canoe. Portlet's gun-lock 
and butt were in full view; it was a flint 
lock and had a blanket cover; I told him 
to mash musket. S. did not point his jiis- 
tol at Pi^rtlot, Tho first shot jiroduced a 
slij^'ht tluttcr, the mu.'iket regaining it.i p(j- 
sitiou. At tho second shot I'ortlut tum- 
bled over; ho had no blanket on. 
(.'ourt here took a recess, 
Tho Court sat at 2 o'clock. Tho cross- 
examination of McGratli coinmeuoed, 

l>y McCreight — Flags w^orn llyiii« — 
thoy i.ro a sign of whisky on hand, not ex- 
actly that whisky is aboard; ranoes were 
apai t about fifty yards when shut was 
tired across tho bows; .shot did not strike 
tho oanoo; don.'t think it could; when 
canoes collided a sudden shot went 
upwards; Jlr. Sullivar explained to the 
Indians how it luippiniod; no third shot 
was I'lrod at eano(i^ No, Two forward 
Indiana were of the C'lowiiize tribe; throe 
behind woro of tho Kaguton tribe, 'i'ho 
Indian in our canoo hailed them in 
their language. Those words woro 
fnll[i understood by tho tribe; could 
sc(^ I'ortU't's inusknt liiul a Hint; .-i 
blanket cover wouM not st op the ball hav- 
ing otl'oct at that distance— 5 foot; had 
Sullivan waited lon.gtn- ho would have 
boon shot and tho balance of us murderod 
according to the Indian custom; saw no 
malassos daubs; no difforonce between 
molas.sofl cans (ind whisky cans; wo did not 
examine the stern of No. li, 

l!y ilis Honor — Saw arms in lu-st cann?; 
liaw iiouo ill second, box m third canoe 
had a mansard top or lid, seemed faiitonoil 
with two black strings in two loops con- 
nected and tied in a knot— a slip knot; did 
notsooit; Sullivan must have inferred 
that tho gun was pointed at him ; Portlet'." 
right gjliand i\as on tho lock; Sullivan 
could distinctly see his right hand. As 
Sulliviin oame iqi to canoo No. 2 ho 
changed his pintol from his right to his 
left liaTid; diil not see •vhether it Was 
cocked; only one hand is generally used 
lo fire a pistol; jiistol not pointed at any 
ono when in the right htind. When wo 
came iij) with canoo No. .'!, (hero witness 
doscribod tho hoiiIUo that ensued upon tho 
seizure of tho can. j 

By tho Poromnn — Elevated at an angle 
of -l^ degrees at 5 foot, Portlet would hiww 
struclttljo Superinteiiileiit in the breast. 

Jiy His Houoc — Do not know whether 
j'lin was loadpcj or not. 

liy tho .Jury— I havo boon in tho coun- 
try since the 1st Ai\y of Ji}i}olfjOO, most of 
tlio timo ongagod in tndl^u trade t>ho 
last oil j'ears; custom of Indians to travel 
with loaded arms— ospeoially this last 
year or two in order to resist seizures. 
Half -breed l!)llava was sworn iu as iu- 
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torproter of what Whattattor might say. 
Witness, who is a very old and infirm 
woman, sworn, deposed that her name 

was Whattattor; was married; luisliand 
dead; he died wuy up noj th at a jilaco 
called Lukquoston, two miles above C^apo 
!Miulgo; Sullivan shot him in tho breast; 
her man was in the canoo whon ho was 
shot with Wallopoo (Tom) and his vfifo, 
Laplickliill; she (old woman) was sitting 
ill the; stern; Humpy, Portlet, and an 
Indian — live altogether — woro in tho ca- 
noe; her husband, Portlet, sat in front 
of luu'; alio and Annie were sitting side 
by side ; Tom was at tho mast; Wallapoo 
was on the right side of tho canoo and tho 
woman on the left; lior husband was do- 
ing nothing and Sullivan shot him; Sul- 
livan sat iu his own canoo, dropping as- 
tern a little and then shot him; Sullivan 
dill nothing more but went ashore; Sulli- 
van shot forward Indian (Tom) first; did 
not shoot any of the women; thero was 
no pistol aboard, but there was an old 
gun; cannot toll what it was like; it bo- 
longed to my husband; her hus- 
band was very (pilot; all woro quiet 
in thocanoe; Sullivan said nothing; Mc- 
Gratli said "Klalioya" ; none of the Indi- 
ans said iinytliirg in Suliiran's canoe; the 
.gun was uniler '.b.;: seat whoro hiu- hus- 
band was sitting'; her hiisbaml did not 
tako his gun out; ditl not know where tho 
gun was; her husband died right off after 
tho second shot; Sullivan took a little 
box from their canoe; nobody tried to 
stop iiitn taking thu box; it was a dirty 
little box; it belonged to Wallapoo; siiw 
the liw.t one time; box was llat and loii^'; 
she iiail si cn the box ; had not seen the 
box in Victoria; thoro were no strings. 
[Box produced and identified.] Thero 
woro nails, a piece of iron like an axo and 
aknife. (Identitied Sullivan in Court.] 

Ijy Mr. Mct'reiglit -There was no whis- 
key ill tho canoe; her husband got np in 
the canoe aiul Sullivan shot him ; he got li[) 
to see U'alhqioo die; Wallapoo tried to 
jirovont Sullivan from taking the box; 
her husband lived by fishing; hunted up 
north, not around 'Victoria; shot ducks 
with a gnn borrowed from some of his 
friend,-i; do not know how long ho had it, 
not long, liowover; her husband jiicknd 
iq) tho gun that another man broke; he 
got tho gun at Knight's Inlot; ho had had 
the gun ono year; he had tho gun in Vic- 
toria a twelve-month. She did not know 
what was the matter with the gun. 

She said in the I'olieo Court that tho butt 
was broken, also tin; hammer was no good; 
did not look insich; to see what was wrong; 
had no money toh,iv<'it re|iaired; did not 
see what w;ih Koiug on forward on account 
of the canoe being full of rice, flour, kc. 
Had money enough but did not want to 
have gun repaired because thero woro plen- 
ty of guns north; the gun was under the 
seat all the time; saw the gun in a house 
the last time; thinks tho gnn drop])ed 
overboard; took the gun ashore with the 
things, and didn't know who took tho gun 
ashore; some one took it away; did not 
sea it; it either fell overboard or some one 
took it away; her husband had a blanket 
on when shot. ['Witness acted tho part of 
her husband falling dead.] 

By a Juryman— Mr. Poinberton had 
told her to come down; OfTicor McMillan 
told hor alsoto come tlown; told her to 
<"omo down as a witness; had not told her 
what to speak; no ono told her not to 
bringdown tho gun. 

By His Honor— There woro two shots 
iu her husband's body, in the breast; the 
holes were a foot apart; ho was buried up 
north, not far from where he was killed; 
took the Hour ashore; don't know whether 
she took tho gun aahore; did not hear 
Coma say anything, she was so frightened. 

Annie (Hunqiy) sworn ami cross-(]uoB- 
tioucd by Attoriiey-Cienoral — Has been in 
\'ictoria; is i^illcil .\nnie hero; Whattattor 
is hor mother, I'ortlet was her father, he 
is dead ; in canoe at tho time of his death 
w(!ro Wallajioo and wifo, her father, 
mother and herself; she was sitting in the 
stern with her mother, father in front of 
her piuMliiig, woman on left and her nnin 
on ri^lit side; saw Sullivan once that dav. 
Sullivan (•anie alongside of canoe aiul her 
father said "clahoya;" Sullivan took the 
box away from Wallapoo, and Wallapoo 
took it away from Sullivan; Sullivan 
shoved ofl' tho canoo and shot at Wallapoo ;
